COMMERCIAL SOLVENTS called a news conference at the Falmer House, Chicago, last week 
to announce their newest product - BACIGRO, Bacitracin Implantation Pellets. 


For C30, this is distinctly a First, since it marks the first time that any anti- 
biotic has been used in pellet or dry form for subcutaneous implanting in baby pigs 
at the age of one or two days — a time when they are usually living entirely on milk 
from their mothers, 


Investigators have known that antibiotics are most useful for growth stimulation in 
very young animals, and have injected solutions into the muscles and under the skin. 
They learned, however, that these must be repeated every other day for several weeks 
to achieve the desired results.

"NO SKIDDINGT 


Much of the blame for the high accident toll during winter weather can be traced to 
a form of illogical reasoning on the part of motorists. 


Virtually everyone accepts the fact that a football player would be valueless on the 
field without cleated shoes, We also conclude that a barefoot lumberjack wouldn't ; 
last two minutes in a log jam, Yet thousands of Hoosier motorists think nothing of : 
driving a 3,000-pound, steel-shelled automobile on icy highways with no more pro- 
tection against skidding than the four rubber surfaces of their tires, 


Each of these four patches of rubber is about the size of the palm of a man's hand, : 
While adequate on dry pavements, this area of contact with the roadway is far too 
small to justify the blind faith motorists put in it on packed ice and snow. 


The obvious solution to this problem of skidding is the use of tire chains on rear i 
wheels, Although they can't increase traction surface, they most certainly provide : 
the necessary traction for effective starts and stops. Chains on rear wheels cut i 
stopping distance by as much as 50 percent. This 50 percent reduction in the space 
needed to stop is all too often the margin between life and death. 


Less speed, more caution, and the use of tire chains, are the driver's best weapons ' 
against bad weather and poor road conditions, These precautions may save a life - i 
that life may be YOURS!

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MORE ABOUT SOCIAL SECURITY 


Most workers know that they will receive a retirment benefit when they reach 65, 
but are not aware of the insurance provisions of the Social Security laws which 
pays benefits to their survivors in case of their death. 


Young worker's families are protected in case of death if he had worked in employ- 
ment covered by social security at least a year and a half out of the three years 
before his death, 


A lump sum payment is made to the widow of the worker when he dies. Monthly 
benefits are also payable to her if she has children of the worker 18 years old in 
her care, These monthly payments will continue to her as long as she has children 
in her care under 18 who have not married, 


If the widow remarries, her benefits will stop, but she will continue to receive 
payments for the minor children. If the worker makes as much as $4,000 a year, 
payments to a widow with two children would amount to $200 a month until the 
children reached 18 or married. The size of the monthly payments is determined by 
the amount of wages the worker was paid.
